Disabled on campus

Do you ever think twice about getting to the 
fourth floor for your class? Or the second floor for 
a meeting? Handicapped students do. 

There are about 50 physically disabled stu¬ 
dents here on campus. While some buildings aren’t 
accessible to students in wheelchairs, steps are 
being taken to change that. The law doesn’t require 
the University to make every building handi¬ 
capped-accessible, though. For one thing, it’s very 
expensive to do so. But if a disabled student signs 
up for a class not held on the first floor, accommo¬ 
dations are made so that the class is relocated to the 
bottom floor for them. 

Dean Ellen Duggan of University Life heads 
an advisory group for physically disabled and 
learning disabled students. The group was formed 
one and a half years ago and allows disabled stu¬ 
dents to meet once a month and discuss various 
issues concerning them. “In talking with them we 
find out where their needs are,” says Dean Duggan. 
An average of 10-12 students attend the meeting 
regularly. A newsletter is also sent out periodically 
to 1000 faculty, staff, and disabled students inform¬ 
ing them of progress of the group and future plans. 

The advisory group is on their last year of a 
three year plan to fund building such things as

ramps and electric doors. In the future. Dean 
Duggan hopes to install pressure-sensitive, faucets 
in the bathrooms, an elevator in Cumnock Hall and 
a lift for the pool in Costello Gym. Recently, a 
ramp was put in at the entrance to Mahoney Hall.

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Simpson case spotlights dating abuse

University of Iowa freshman 
Francisca “Katie” Iossi wanted out 
of her violent relationship with her 
boyfriend, said her friends. 

“(Her boyfriend) Bryan beat 
her up plenty of times, Brittney 
Heath, 15, told the “Quad-City 
Times,” Iossi’s hometown paper 
in Davenport, Iowa. “That was 
why she was finally going to leave 
him.” 

On Aug. 6, Katie, 19, had 
filed an assault report against her 
boyfriend, Bryan P. Roberts, 17. 
But the popular Katie had request¬ 
ed that police not arrest her trou¬ 
bled boyfriend. 

Hours later, Roberts shot and 
filled her. 

Roberts snuck into Katie’s 
apartment through a bedroom win¬ 
dow and waited for her. After 
murdering Katie, he put a gun to 
his head and killed himself. The 
tragedy ended a three-year string 
of beatings and screaming argu¬ 
ments. 

Unfortunately, Katie’s story 
is not an uncommon one. While 
the media-saturated O.J. Simpson 
saga has brought dating violence 
sharply into the public’s focus, 
experts say many do not realize 
that abusive behavior patterns 
often begin in the high school and 
college years. 

In fact, dating couples aged 
17 to 24 years of age have a much 
higher prevalence of violence than 
married couples, says Richard 
Gelles, director of the Family 
Violence Research Program and 
professor of psychology at the 
University of Rhode Island. 

Statistics show 25 percent to 
30 percent of the college-age pop¬ 
ulation experiences battering in 
dating relationships. Aggressive 
behavior usually manifests long 
before adolescence, said Gelles. 

“Pushing, grabbing and 
shoving begins as young as the 
sixth grade,” Gelles said, noting 
that a perverse social acceptability 
accompanies this behavior but that 
social support erodes as the child 
matures. “All violent behavior, 
however, is most likely to occur 


among those from 18 to 24 years 
of age. Violence is a youthful 
behavior.” 

Despite studying domestic 
violence for two decades, Gelles 
said that he is still shocked by the 
mutuality of the problem of dating 
violence among younger couples. 
Despite strength or size differ¬ 
ences, more young women than 
older ones will hit their boyfriends 
or spouses back and become 
engaged in a physical brawl, he 
said. 

The second factor that sur¬ 
prises Gelles is the vast number of 
young women who allow a violent 
male to dominate their lives and 
find a rationale to keep them there. 
“They all say: ‘Yes, there is vio¬ 
lence, but it’s OK. It means he 
loves me, he cares for me,”’ Gelles 
said. 

Katie Iossi was no stranger 
to violence. At age 14, she was 
beaten by her junior high 
boyfriend. Soon after the incident, 
Katie sat in a school auditorium 
and heard Vicki Crompton, the 
mother of a murdered teen-age 
daughter from nearby Bettendorf, 
Iowa, talk about dating violence. 
After hearing the story, Katie 
rushed to the nearest phone and 
broke up with that boyfriend. 

Ironically, she would find 
herself drawn to Bryan, another 
violent young man, later in her 
life. 

“I think some people like the 
excitement of this kind of relation¬ 
ship,” said Vicki Crompton, 
whose daughter Jenny, was killed 
by a jealous boyfriend in 1986, 
while still in high school. 

Crompton, who personally 
counseled Iossi, has spent the last 
eight years of her life trying to 
save young women from the vio¬ 
lence that took her daughter from 
her. 

“I have to speak for my 
daughter, for she is now silent,” 
said Crompton, who has made 
thousands of speeches nationwide 
on the subject of dating violence. 
“I have to tell others. I know that 
her story has saved others. I have 
traveled enough now to know 
there are a lot of families that have 
been through this. I meet survivors 


in the grocery store-they’re every¬ 
where.” 

Many high school and col¬ 
lege students are fearful of break¬ 
ing off with violent boyfriends and 
girlfriends, she observed. 

“Jenny was so afraid to hurt 
his feelings,” said Crompton. “I 
remember how she cried on her 
bed and said she knew she was 
going to hurt him.” 

Crompton said she now 
stresses to young women the 
importance of being direct and 
completely forthright when break¬ 
ing up so that the other person 
knows there is no hope for the 
relationship. “ It may be cruel, but 
it could actually, save someone’s 
life.” 


At Michigan State 
University in Lansing, ;Mich., 
Joanne McPherson, the wife of 
President M. Peter McPherson, 
was so concerned with the number 
of young women who drop out of 
school because of violence that 
she pushed for a permanent shelter 
that serves as a temporary haven 
for battered women. 

The shelter, which opened in 
July 1994 and is the first on-cam¬ 
pus facility in the country, has the 
capacity to feed, clothe and shelter 
eight to 10 women and children 
for up to five days at a time. 

Funded by the university, the 
MSU Safe Place also provides 
counseling and advocacy services 
and works closely with the 
school’s judicial department. 

“We also work with 
omnibudsmen to make certain that 
victims can change classes, if nec¬ 
essary, or make up work at a later 
date,” said Holly Rosen, co-direc¬ 
tor of MSU Safe Place, who noted 
that plans for the shelter originated 
long before the Simpson case was 
in the limelight. 

Volunteers for the shelter 
tack up posters throughout the 
campus, particularly in women’s 
dorms, advertising a 24-hour hot¬ 
line for students. The university is 


coordinating with Lansing’s 
Council Against Domestic 
Violence, who trains student vol¬ 
unteers to work at the campus 
shelter. CADA also provides 
information to the campus police 
and clinic workers to teach them 
how to recognize domestic or dat¬ 
ing violence. 

According to Terri 
O’Sullivan volunteer coordinator 
for Spouse Abuse, Inc., in 
Orlando, Fla., physical abuse can 
be anything from being pushed, 
shoved, punched, kicked or threat¬ 
ened with a weapon. The reports 
that 95 percent of college-age 
abuse victims are female, and that 
they are highly unlikely to confide 
in friends and parents about their 
situations. Most often they feel 
humiliation, shame and fear that 
others will counsel them to leave 
the relationship. 

Today’s college-age females 
suffer tremendous pressure from 
society to feel accepted, and their 
self-esteem depends on having a 
boyfriend, said O’Sullivan. “It’s 
amazing. These beautiful girls let 
themselves get beaten up. They’re 
so afraid the men will drop them 
and won't come back. It’s scary.” 

The Family Research 
Laboratory at the University of 
New Hampshire reports that about 
60 percent of battered wives say 
that the violence began when they 
were dating their fiancees. 

And often the cycle of vio¬ 
lence is passed from generation to 
generation, say experts. 

“If you scratch the surface, 
you’ll almost always find they 
have been brought up in violent 
homes,” Gelles said, noting that 
lack of respect for women or men 
displayed by caretakers is passed 
down to the next generation, and 
the cycle feeds on itself. 

“Unfortunately there is, still, 
in a lot of families, the mentality 
that men control women, and that 
what goes on in someone’s rela¬ 
tionship is no one’s business,”

allowing easier access for stu¬ 
dents in wheelchairs. 

Many of you have probably 
seen Dan Jenczyk on campus 
accompanied by nurses. In 
1985, when Dan was 17 years 
old, he was involved in a motor 
vehicle accident which left him 
with minimal movement of his 
neck. He has to live on a respi¬ 
rator for the rest of his life. Dan 
plans to get a degree and 
become a counselor for disabled 
people.. He takes one course per 
semester and is currently taking 
psychology course in 
Mahoney Hall. 

On Friday, November 4th, 
there will be a fundraising event 
for Dan. For him to continue 
commuting here, he needs a spe¬ 
cialized van. “We’re having a 
really hard time selling tickets, 
says Jean MacNamara, Dan’s 
nurse. “We need all the help we 
can get.” Many prizes will be 
awarded including free haircuts 
and car tune-ups. The fund-rais¬ 
er will be at Brian’s Ivy Hall 
from 5 PM to midnight, and will 
be featuring the band Brandy. 
Cost of the tickets are $10, and 
they can be purchased at the 
Adaptive Computing Lab on the 
first floor of O’Leary Library.

noted O’Sullivan. “That gets 
passed down from generation to 
generation.” 

One survivor of date abuse, 
Jessica Benson, now a student at 
Endicott College in Beverly, 
Mass., was one of the lucky ones. 
She managed to leave a turbulent 
relationship when she was 18 
years old before it became habitu¬ 
ally violent. 

She recently penned an essay 
entitled, “Women and Violence: 
One Student’s Personal Ordeal.”

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World News BRIEFS 


Bosnia 

NATO requested from the UN 
that the time between the ordering 
of an airstrike and the actual strike 
be shortened. NATO feels that the 
current time, approximately four 
hours, endangers the lives of their 
pilots and also their credibility in 
the Bosnian offensives. Since the 
Bosnians are warned prior to the 
attack, the four hours become very 
critical in the success of the 
airstrikes. 

NATO has also requested that 
they be allowed to strike more tar¬ 
gets than currently sanctioned. 

The UN has agreed to meet 
with NATO today to delegate talks 
on these issues. 


North Korea 

Last week, the US agreed to 
trade modem nuclear power pro¬ 
duction technology in exchange 
for North Korea’s cooperation with 
nuclear disarmament. The US was 
allowed to inspect most of the 
nuclear sites within Korea with 
only two secret sites still being 
held back by the North Koreans. 
In return, the North Koreans will 
be given light-water technology 
which uses less military-grade plu¬ 
tonium than their current reactors. 

Critics of this plan have said 
that it is “as if the North Koreans 
are being rewarded for doing 
something bad.” 


Israel 

The Israeli-Jordan peace 
treaty will be signed this week at 
the southern border of Israel. 
Invited to this event was Farouk 
Kaddoumi, the foreign affairs chief 
of the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization. This invitation was 
turned down by the PLO, which is 
headed by Yassar Arafat. 

The reasoning behind the 
rejection was that Arafat was 
angry because the treaty would 
grant King Hussein of Jordan the 
right to East Jerusalem, which the 
Palestinians seek as the site for 
their capital city. 


Hong Kong 

On Saturday, October 23, a 
Maltese oil tanker broke apart and 
sank in the typhoon-churned South 
China Sea, leaving 17 people dead 
or missing, the government said. 

The tanker’s Greek managing 
agent, A and C Anastassiou Ship 
Management, Ltd., confirmed that 
one seaman was found dead. A 
government spokeswoman said 19 
other crew members aboard the 
19,855-ton Thanassis A were res¬ 
cued when the tanker sank 372 
miles southeast of Hong Kong. 

The tanker was sailing from 
Russia to Singapore loaded with 
fuel oil.

tions with men, we learn about 
what is normal and acceptable 
behavior. The inexperienced 
woman may find herself in love for 
the first time, and so may put up 
with her boyfriend’s insecurity or 
jealousy. Some women feel safe 
and attracted to a protective 
boyfriend. The actual abuse comes 
later, when the woman finds herself 
too caught up in the relationship.” 

Although the Simpson trial 
has made domestic violence a hot 
issue in the media, the subject of 
domestic violence was on the 
national agenda before the case 
broke. U.S. Attorney General Janet 
Reno and U.S. Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Donna 
Shalala recently announced a hot¬ 
line that offers information to vic¬ 
tims. 

Also, President Clinton's mas¬ 
sive anti-crime bill, which received 
final approval in August, earmarks 
$1.6 billion for the Violence 
Against Women Act, in which the 
federal government can provide 
grants to reduce domestic violence. 
College and university based pro¬ 
grams among those eligible for 
funding through the six-year pro¬ 
gram.

Colorado State lasers to forecast weather 

Fort Collins, Colo —A Colorado State University researcher is taking 
part in the first-ever experiment to test lasers in space for weather fore¬ 
casting. 

David Randall, a professor of atmospheric science, is working 
with a team of NASA researchers on the Lidar In-Space Technology 
Experiment known as LITE, which is using a three-wave-length laser 
and a specialized telescope mounted in the cargo bay of the Space 
Shuttle Discovery. 

During the Discovery’s mission, which began Sept. 9, the laser 
fired several beams from the shuttle to Earth, which bounced back to 
space and were picked up by the telescope mounted in the shuttle’s 
cargo bay. 

Randall, who was among a team of researchers aboard a 
NASA airplane following the path of the shuttle to collect weather 
data, says that lasers offer better resolution than the current satellite 
technology. 

“With lasers, we can see through some thin clouds, between 
broken clouds and in general, receive better data,” says Randall. “This 
experiment is an important step that will give us an idea what informa¬ 
tion a laser aboard a satellite will be able to provide in the future.” 

The CSU professor says that the laser beams were of absolute¬ 
ly no danger to people on Earth. “Since the beams last only one-mil¬ 
lionth of a second, you’d have to be extremely lucky to see them,” he 
says. “And even with your eyes adjusted to the dark through 50-pow- 
ered binoculars, it still wouldn’t hurt your eyes.” 

As lasers become smaller and more powerful, they are being 

used more often in satellites for weather research, Randall says. 


Sunglasses aren’t just for summer any¬ 
more, says researcher 

Louisville, Ky.—You may have already relegated the volleyball net, 
cooler and swimsuit to the back of the closet. But don’t put those sun¬ 
glasses away for the winter just yet. 

Wearing sunglasses year-round may help prevent eye diseases 
later in life, according to University of Louisville ophthalmologist 
Douglas Borchman. He is researching a possible link between expo¬ 
sure to ultraviolet light and the development of cataracts. 

Borchman says consumers should purchase only sunglasses 
that screen out UV rays, adding that the best block out 100 percent of 
UV rays. 

For those thinking that any sunglasses are better than none, the 
Louisville doctor points out that since eye dilate behind shaded lenses, 
glasses with no UV protection can be more dangerous than no sun¬ 
glasses at all. 

There are two types of UV rays. UVB rays, which are the 
sun’s burning rays, are blocked by window glass, but are the primary 
cause of sunburn and skin cancer. The second type, UVA rays, pene¬ 
trate deep into your skin and eyes. They pass through window glass 
and also contribute to eye damage, premature wrinkling of the skin, 
sunburn and skin cancer. 

Students should also be aware of reflective surfaces. Sand, 
snow, concrete and water can reflect up to 85 percent of the sun's dam¬ 
aging rays. In addition to wearing sunglasses that filter UV light, stu¬ 
dents can wear a wide-brimmed hat whenever possible when working 
in the sun, regardless of the temperature.

President's Report 


IS YOUR PROFESSOR A TRIPLE THREAT? 

My name is Julie Thomas, and I am the President of 
the Student Government here at UML. This is the first of a 
hopefully bi-monthly column letting you guys know issues 
we're facing on campus and what SGA is doing about 
them. 

A triple-threat professor is one who excels in three 
areas: teaching (which means truly excelling in the class¬ 
room), research in their field, and lastly community service 
within their field. 

I recently attending a Pew Roundtable, which is a 
group that addresses national Higher Educational issues. 
They were brought to UML and all of the other campuses 
in the UMass system to discuss higher-ed nationally and 
our own needs here on campus. Most of the discussion 
centered around "tenure" as it is currently given to profes¬ 
sors, and the "dis-engaged," or ineffective teacher. Some 
of the faculty here at UML questioned whether or not a 
"triple-threat" professor is even a reachable goal, and 
whether or not it is one we truly want to reach towards. 

I can only state my opinion, and that is that I wish 
each of my teachers were a triple-threat. Being triple¬ 
threat means teaching so that I am interested and am learn¬ 
ing, it means having done recent research (leading to up- 
to-date curriculum), and it means having the ability to take 
the discipline out of the classroom and into the "real" 
world. 

My estimation would be that the majority of the 
administrators and faculty present at the roundtable 
agreed that being a triple threat meant being an A+ profes¬ 
sor and greatly increased the probability of having A+ stu¬ 
dents. I was very proud to see that so many of the profes¬ 
sors here take their ability to communicate to us and serve 
us in an efficient and effective way so seriously. However, 
I also remembered, and took the time to point out to partic¬ 
ipants, how many single- and no-threat faculty we have in 
the classrooms. 

Hopefully the roundtable discussions will encourage 
the faculty there to encourage their peers to become triple 
threat, and I greatly encourage each UML professor to rec¬ 
ognize the importance of excelling in these three areas. 
Students, also, have two roles to play in increasing the 
numbers of threatening professors here at UML. The first 
is to emphasize to your great professors that they ARE 
great, and what a good job they are doing. The second is 
to try to avoid single- and no-threat classes as much and 
possible and steer other students away from them. Tell 
your advisors or your SGA reps about tnese few when you 
run across them, and perhaps we can work on increasing 
the probability of having triple-threat professors. 



A message from the Student

Elizabeth Cady Stanton (1815-1902) 

From the time she was a child, Stanton understood dis 
crimination against women. In 1848, she was one of 
the organizers of the Seneca Falls Convention, the first 
mass meeting called to protest women’s lack of rights 
in the U.S. At that historic meeting, she was the first to 
call for the right to vote for women. Susan Anthony, an 
active abolitionist and temperance worker, joined the 
women’s rights cause in 1851. Over the remainder of 
their lifetimes, the two women worked together as a 
team for woman suffrage and expanded rights. 
Stanton, at home tending seven children, wrote the 
brilliant speeches fearlessly delivered by Anthony as 
she traveled the country coast-to-coast. Together they 
laid the groundwork, and developed the ideas which 
were the cornerstone of the women’s rights movement 
for over 50 years.

“In today’s complex world, it becomes increasingly 
important to think about the ethical questions that remain 
unresolved in our struggles for peace, human dignity and 
understanding. The Elie Wiesel Prize in Ethics challenges 
students to examine urgent, ethical issues which we face as 
individuals and as members of society,” said Rebecca Weiss, 
Administrative Director of the Foundation. 

Essays must be submitted by January 13, 1995. Only three 
essays will be accepted form each school. A distinguished 
panel of judges will determine the winners. Recipients of 
First, Second and Third prizes will be guests of the 
Foundation at an awards presentation ceremony in New York 
City. 

Among past winners were students from Claremont 
McKenna College, Wesleyan University, the University of 
Hawaii at Manoa, the University of Iowa, Harvard

Batman is the mainstream 
hero that I am most fascinated by. 
Most other “super” heroes have 
abilities and powers well beyond 
those of mortals - Superman flies 
around Metropolis with the power 
of a god and Wonder Woman is an 
offspring of the gods - a demigod. 

Not the Batman. He is very 
much mortal. 

After more than fifty years of 
comics, two major motion pic¬ 
tures, a campy TV series, and a 
slew of animated series. Batman 
still appeals to kids ancT adults 
alike. 


DC Comics publishes three 
Batman titles each and every 
month (Detective Comics, 
Batman, and Shadow of the Bat). 
They are all titles of good quality. 
However, I would like to devote 
most of this article to talking about 
a miniseries that came out eight 
years ago: The Dark Knight 
Returns. 

The Dark Knight Returns : 
Set twenty years in the future - a 
future where superheros have been 
outlawed and crime runs rampant. 

A fifty-year-old Batman 
comes out of retirement to save his 
city. To save his city and to quell 
the demon that bums inside him. 
This demon was bom the night his 
parents were gunned down in front 


of him, and this demon pushes him 
to fight crime - to avenge his par¬ 
ent’s deaths. 

Frank Miller (who did both 
the writing and pencils) puts a new 
spin on Batman in this storyline. 
This Batman is not the “nice” 
Batman from the campy TV series 
or even the Batman from previous 
comics who’s “kinda mean.” This 
is the Batman who inspires only 
fear and dread in the criminals of 
Gotham. He even scares the hell 
out of law-abiding citizens. No 
one wants to mess with this guy. 

Even his foes have changed. 
They no longer suffer from James- 
Bond-Villain-Syndrome. This 
disease causes villains to lock 
heroes in a death trap (usually 
involving a buzz saw, a candle, a 
rope, and strange and exotic ani¬ 
mals - tarantulas and the like). 
Nope, now they have guns and 
actually try to use them. Or they 
use knives, or merely try to beat 
the pulp out of Batman. 

Not stagnating in his old age. 
Batman brings some new toys to 
his fight on crime. These include a 
new Batmobile that is much more 
tank than car and some rather 
nasty weapons. He relies much 
more on gadgets than at other 
times (he’s getting kind of old, so 
give the guy a break, huh?) He 
also finds and trains a new Robin. 
The interaction and dialog 
between these two is very good — 
- a fifty-year-old man and a thir- 
teen-year-old girl make for funny 
exchanges. Yes, a girl. Didn’t 1 
mention that? 

Now I’ve heard all sorts of 
stuff about how pedophilic 
Batman is - taking barely-pubes- 
cent sidekicks all the time. To that 
I say - who cares? They’re good 
stories and no mention of impro¬ 
prieties is ever made directly or 
indirecdy. So, if you want to read 
that into these stories, go ahead. 

In addition to being a great 
story, The Dark Knight Returns 
has some biting social commen¬ 
tary. Ours is a society that makes 
victims of criminals and tries to 
explain away every crime they 


commit. “They had a bad child¬ 
hood.” “They didn’t receive any 
affection from their parents.” 
Miller criticizes this idea through¬ 
out the book. There are also some 
rather nasty digs on Ronny Reagan 
- it was topical when it was written 
and it is still funny today. 


This is definitely a good read 
(and if you read it a few times, 
you’ll pick up on some small 
details you missed the first time 
around). This mini-series is avail¬ 
able in a compilation at nearly 
every comic store.

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DANZIG 

(American) 

Straight off the suc¬ 
cess of “Mother 93,” Glenn 
Danzig brings us his new 
album, 4. It’s Danzig’s best 
work yet, not counting his 
solo album Black Aria. 
Glenn is sometimes referred 
to as “Evil Elvis”, his gothic 







lyrics and his powerful 
vocals are what made 
Danzig one of the best 
bands around. Glenn started 
out as the lead singer of The 
Misfits. They lasted for five 
years, breaking up in 1983. 
However, he did not stop 
there. He formed the satanic 
group Samhain, and was 
discovered by American 
Records producer Rick 
Rubin, thanks to Metallica’s 
late bassist Cliff Burton. 
Burton talked Rubin into 
checking out Glenn. Soon 
after, Glenn and his bassist 
Eerie Von started Danzig. 
Though the choice for 
drummer was an easy one 
(Chuck Biscuits, formerly 
of Black Flag), a guitarist 
was needed. Glenn audi¬ 
tioned John Christ, but 
Christ was not selected. The 
persistent Christ continued 
to leave guitar solo’s on 
Glenn’s answering machine 
and soon became Danzig’s 
guitarist. The group released 
their first album titled 
Danzig in 1988. Although it 
wasn’t until 1993 that 
Danzig achieved their 
mega-status when they 
released their live album, 
that carried the track 
“Mother 93.” 

In 4 , Danzig sticks to 
the same evil style, but the 
music itself has changed. In 
the new album there is 
much more concentration 
on the drums, and the guitar 
playing also seems to have 
expanded. Glenn also has 
taken a different approach 
as well. In the song 
“Cantspeak” he uses some 


sort of distortion device on 
his voice. The closing song, 
“Let it be captured,” Glenn 
doesn’t sing, he chants. The 
band as a whole also seem 
to have become more 
diverse.

The optimistic push 
in Kevin Salem’s style of 
singing is filled with influ¬ 
ence from Paul Westerberg, 
former head-man of the 
Replacements.

No Need To Argue 
(Island) 

The Cranberries 
debut. Everybody Else Is 
Doing It So Why Cant We? 
was immediately recog¬ 
nized as both an epic of 
grandeur, standing as a solid 
whole, and as a tight, won¬ 
derful collection of singles 


that automatically assumed 
the status of classic while 
being compared to such 
contemporaries as The 
Sundays, Suzanne Vega, 
and Sinnead O’Connor. 

Although No Need 
To Argue doesn’t congeal 
as a perfect chronological 
whole like the band’s debut, 
it does remain as a more 
than worthy collection of 
songs.

Eating Disorders on Campus 

Over the past few years, eating disorders have become increas¬ 
ingly common among the female college population. It has been esti¬ 
mated that between 20 and 25% of all college women suffer from some 
type of eating disorder, although even this may be an underestimate. 
Eating problems typically arise when an individual is under stress or 
unhappy. They may start out as an attempt to control weight, but 
become a way to handle - or not handle - difficult emotions. The most 
frequent types of eating disorders include anorexia, bulimia and com¬ 
pulsive overeating. Anorexia involves severe restriction of food intake, 
sometimes to near starvation levels. Anorexic women tend to be quite 
thin, although they commonly perceive of themselves as overweight. 
Individuals who struggle with bulimia, on the other hand, are often 
average-weight. The prominent symptom of bulimia is excessive 
overeating (bingeing) followed by a purge or very restricted eating. 
Bulimic episodes may occur as frequently as 2-3 times a day. 
Compulsive overeating differs from bulimia in that no purge activity 
occurs. Individuals are typically overweight. 

If you or someone you know suffers from an eating disorder, it is 
crucial that treatment be sought. Counseling may enable the person to 
better understand why such behaviors occur, and thus they can begin to 
exert more control over their actions. The Counseling Center, in the 
McGauvran student center (x4331) is available to assist anyone who 
suffers from an eating disorder. Remember, too, that if you do struggle 
with your eating behavior, you are not alone and it is not hopeless! 


Student Government Update 

Although this letter is on the Editorial Page, you can look for 
similar letters with comparable information on the SGA page in future 
weeks. I am submitting it to the Editorial page this week for two rea¬ 
sons: I think more people will read it and I hope it will address some of 
the questions raised on this page in weeks and years previous. 

I am writing to you about published, effective student evalua¬ 
tions of teachers; an arena we may be paying $ 180,000/year for even 
though it won’t be ours; a track for the track team; an Alzheimer’s clin¬ 
ic that may be built next to Wannalancit; a campus bookstore; the water 
leaks in Fox Hall; the melted computer in the Connector Office, and a 
myriad of other issues. 

Let’s start with the Connector’s computer. Two days ago I was 
sitting in the Bookstore Committee meeting. This is a committee that 
takes Bookstore “student funds” and allocates it to organizations who 
submit requests. One of the requests was from the Connector. It was for 
$2600.00 for a computer to replace one that melted over the summer¬ 
time. That one was paid for from the Student Activity Fee Of OUR 
money) and melted over the summertime because the Facilities office 
didn’t install the required ventilation and air conditioning equipment. 
The work order has been in for almost a year. The newspaper staff 
couldn’t even run the computers during the day time because the 
severe heat would damage them. 

Why is more student money going to replace what shouldn’t 
have been broken? I asked. It shouldn’t be, came the reply. I have a 
meeting with the only person who can (and hopefully will) allocate 
money from the University or Facilities budget to replace that comput¬ 
er. There’s no reason for $2600.00 of additional student money to pay 
for lack-luster University attention to Student Union facilities. These 
are the types of things SGA does. Watch in future weeks for more 
information on other issues. It’s your money, your school, your arena.

Election Advice 

Several very important Massachusetts referendum issues will be 
decided in the November 8 elections. For those who are Massachusetts 
voters, I urge you to take these issues seriously. Some of them are: 

Question 3: Students and Mass-PIRG. If this is passed. Students 
will lose the right to decide about imposing a waivable fee to support 
campus groups. MassPIRG has, for the past decade, done excellent 
work in many areas, such as preserving the environment, combating 
hunger and homelessness, and promoting honest government (I must 
confess that I am the faculty adviser to MassPIRG, a job I really enjoy. 
Apart from the merits of MassPIRG, there is the question of whether 
the voters of the state should have the right to take away students’ 
democratic right to assess fees on themselves—and fees that any stu¬ 
dent can refuse to pay. I urge people to vote against Question 3. 

Question 6: The Graduated Income Tax. This would allow 
Massachusetts to levy a higher rate of tax on richer people, in company 
with 35 of the 42 states that have graduated income taxes. Such a tax in 
my view is a matter of simple fairness: the rich should bear a fair share 
of the state’s tax burden. It is said that small business people (who often 
pay personal income tax) would be harmed by a graduated tax-in that 
case the solution is to make special provision for them, not to eliminate 
the tax entirely. As the “grad tax” proposal is currently written, 92 per¬ 
cent of the state’s taxpayers—individuals making under $62,050 a 
year—will pay less tax not more if the grad tax is passed. Please vote 
for question 6. 

Question 9: Rent Control in Boston, Brookline and Cambridge. 
If passed, this question would abolish rent control in those three cities. 
This would dramatically increase rents for thousands of students, the 
elderly, low and moderate income people. That would force many to 


move out, aggravating community tensions and forcing up already 
high housing costs in many cities and towns. It appears some rich resi¬ 
dents of Boston, Brookline and Cambridge abuse current rent controls, 
and some landlords lack appropriate incentives to maintain their prop- 
erties-but these problems can be dealt with by appropriate modifica¬ 
tions of existing city laws, not by throwing out rent control entirely. In 
addition, I for one don’t think state-wide voters should intrude on 
cities’ right to govern themselves. Question 9 would badly hurt com¬ 
munities and working people—vote against it.

Questionable MASSPIRG Tactics 

As election time nears, we are once again being drawn into the 
MASSPIRG crisis-with or without our consent. As some might 
remember, MASSPIRG faced a crisis last year when students were 
given the option of whether or not to continue having a waivable con¬ 
tribution on their student invoices. UML students voted to keep the 
organization on the invoice. This year. Question 3 seeks to remove 
organizations like MASSPIRG permanently from student invoices at 
state universities, and MASSPIRG in none too pleased-particularly 
after last year’s victory. The result is an all out effort on the part of 
organization members to get students to “Vote NO on Question 3!” 

Most everyone will agree that MASSPIRG is indeed an organi¬ 
zation whose goals are noble. A smaller version of the national “PIRG 
organization, the UML chapter of MASSPIRG has been successful in 
their campaigns against hunger, homelessness, and pollution. Still, The 
Boston Phoenix reports that “PIRG’s” reputation as a competent orga¬ 
nization is suspect. The ways in which they achieve their socially con¬ 
scious ends are ethically questionable. A few examples: 

• MASSPIRG gets its funding through student contributions. 
The fees are automatically added to student invoices unless the student 
chooses to waive the contribution, a fundraising option not provided to 
any other club or organization on campus. The format of the invoice 
makes it very easy for students to miss the option; therefore, many stu¬ 
dents contribute through default, unaware of what organization and 
activities they are helping to fund. 

• Student organizations are generally funded through student 
government. Since MASSPIRG is locally and nationally affiliated, 
they can not be funded through SGA. MASSPIRG is advising students 
to “Vote NO on Question 3” because a “Yes” majority would remove 
their direct student support. MASSPIRG claims that the national 
“PIRG” organization will not fund them either, and that they will be 
forced to leave the campus. MASSPIRG will not say, however, why 
“PIRG” will not fund them, nor have they tried alternative fund-rais¬ 
ing. A “Yes” majority vote on Question 3 will not remove MASSPIRG 
from the campus, although they will have to seek alternative funding. 

• MASSPIRG members are on a crusade, visiting clubs and 
encouraging clubs to endorse “Vote NO on Question 3.” So far, at least 
three clubs report that MASSPIRG has neither clearly explained to the 
club members what Question 3 entails, nor provided copies of the pro¬ 
posed bill. Instead, the representative has provided a pamphlet full of 
quotes by individuals like Ralph Nader endorsing “Vote NO on 
Question 3.” This pamphlet neither explains nor clarifies the question 
but it does attempt to stir up vague feelings of rebellion in its readers: 
“By voting NO on question 3, you’ll stand up for students’ rights to get 
involved in the community.” The pamphlet does not explain that stu¬ 
dents can be involved in the community whenever they wish without 
“PIRG’s” support. Furthermore, they do not encourage club officers to 
consider what ramifications direct political opposition of the bill could 
have on their SGA funded clubs. 

• Clubs who have been visited by a MASSPIRG representative 
report that before they can respond to the representative’s comments on 
why they should “Vote NO on Question 3,” the representative has 
already passed out a form requesting them to volunteer time to stand at 
the polls on election days and hold signs encouraging voters to vote 
against the bill. Many club members state that they have felt manipulat¬ 
ed, that they have filled out these forms because they felt a sort of 
obligation to assist a group that has such good intentions, even though 
they (the club members) have no idea what Question 3 entails. Many 
club members felt that they can and should rally for a common cause 
whenever they wish, but not as a club, and not in response to coercion. 

It is obvious, from these examples, that there is quite a bit of 
Question 3 about which MASSPIRG would rather students remain 
ignorant. One MASSPIRG representative stated: “The government is 
mad that we have accomplished so much. They are trying to take away 
the voice of the student in an act of revenge.” Somehow, “the voice of 
the student” has become equivalent to MASSPIRG members. Students 
voting need to remember that whether or not they vote for Question 3, 
their voices are never “taken away” unless they cease to think things 
thorough, or choose not to vote. The only time freedom is removed 
from anyone is if the individual allows him/herself to remain ignorant 
on the issues. Students should read the questions and then decide. The 
moral: Don’t let anyone make your decisions for you.
